A NATIVE of Louisville, Ky., he attended Centre College in that State. There he was a three- 
letter man—football, basketball, and track—following which he attended Harvard Medical 
School. But World War | changed the course of his career. He enlisted in the Army, and by the 
end of the war he was an infantry captain. He remained in the service, attaining in 1919 the 
rank of lieutenant colonel in Ordnance. Col. Johnston, upon the death of his father in 1922, re- 
signed from the service and entered business.

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Hampton Roads 
Big Potential

HE future competitive position of Hampton Roads, one of the world’s 

"[ eveates natural harbors, in the intensified race with other U. S. ports for 

| waterborne commerce may turn on a general cargo facilities acquisition 
) and expansion program advanced by the Virginia State Ports Authority. If the 
program is accepted by the State legislature, it will be the first occasion that 
the Commonwealth of Virginia will have spent public funds either to acquire 


or construct cargo facilities. 


In contrast, all other major Atlantic ports with 


which Hampton Roads competes have received or currently are receiving sub- 


stantial public support for terminal con- 

struction and in some cases terminal op- 

eration. 

The State of Massachusetts, for ex- 
ample, through the issuance of general 
obligation bonds has acquired or built 
port facilities at Boston costing more than 
$34 million. At Brooklyn, the Port of 
New York Authority is in the midst of an 
$85 million, seven-year redevelopment pro- 
gram involving 11 new general cargo piers 
built on 34 acres of land purchased by the 
authority for $7.5 million. At Port New- 

| ark, the Authority has launched a $125 
million master terminal construction plan, 
and at Port Elizabeth, N. J., it has begun 
a $150 million terminal program. 

The story of vigorous acquisition and 
modernization extends as well to Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore, North and South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Florida, Mobile and New 
Orleans. 

oe “To sum it all up, at all the important 
ports with which Virginia’s ports are com- 
peting, general cargo terminals have been 
and are being provided with public as- 
sistance,” says David H. Clark, Execu- 
tive Director of the Virginia State Ports 
Authority. “This assistance is being pro- 
vided because responsible officials are con- 
vinced that the public interest dictates 
such a course.” 

In essence, the facilities program advo- 
cated by the Virginia authority rests on 
the acquisition and lease-back principle, 

under which the actual operation of the 

















terminals would remain with private enter- 
prise. It is worth noting that at many 
of the competing ports, local or state gov- 
ernments are operators as well as owners. 

In order to launch such a program, the 
Virginia authority would first obtain 
agreements from the present Hampton 
Roads general cargo terminal owners (in 
this case, the railroads) to sell their prop- 
erties to the Authority, to improve them 
and then to lease the terminals back. On 
the basis of the long-term leases, which 
would guarantee the Authority adequate 
rental income, the Authority would issue 
revenue bonds to finance the purchase of 
the existing terminals and construct new 
ones as recommended by engineering 
studies. In order to reduce the operational 
losses, the State would provide the Au- 
thority with funds to reduce the annual 
gross rentals required to service and 
amortize the bonds. 

In a statement of policies governing the 
Virginia Authority in respect to require- 
ments for the provision of general cargo 
port facilities, the Authority’s Board of 
Commissioners said in October, 1955, it 
preferred that present and future require- 
ments be met by private interests. How- 
ever, should these interests fail to pro- 
vide the required facilities, said the Board, 
the Authority would undertake to do so. 

Subsequently, a special committee ap- 
pointed by the Chairman of the Board, act- 
ing with the benefit of a comprehensive 
engineering study, strongly urged the 
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Hampton Roads’ Big Potential—Continued 


early implementation of the first stage of 
improvements cited in the study. In ac- 
cordance with its policies, the Authority 
endeavored to persuade private interests 
to undertake the terminal expansion pro- 
gram recommended for Hampton Roads, 
and it was determined that the program 
could not be undertaken by private in- 
terests, the Authority consulted with rep- 
resentatives of municipal governments to 
see if they would provide the necessary 
public assistance. 

When the Authority determined that 
others could not, or would not, undertake 
to provide the recommended facilities, it 
worked out proposals for the cooperative 
state-private enterprise program of facili- 
ties expansion. 

The importance to the Commonwealth 
of Virginia of maintaining Hampton Roads 
in a strong competitive position cannot be 
overemphasized. In 1958, the value of 
foreign trade at all Virginia ports was 
$1,061,179,326, and of this $1,039,589,013 
moved through Hampton Roads, the four- 
port complex consisting of Norfolk, New- 
port News, Portsmouth and South Norfolk. 
In 1957, according to a detailed study, 


Virginia ports commerce accounted for 
business sales or receipts of $611,238,000 
and generated wages of $209,682,000. For 
every family in Virginia, ports commerce 
in 1957 contributed $19.92 to local and 
state treasuries—a total of $18,244,000— 
and provided employment to 42,556 Vir- 
ginians, enough work to support a city of 
136,000. 

The years ahead hold great potential for 
Hampton Roads, whose natural assets can 
be made to pay greater and greater divi- 
dends if properly supplemented by the ex 
pansion and modernization of genera 
cargo facilities advocated by the Virginia 
State Ports Authority.

COMPENSATION FOR ESCAPE CLAUSE ACTIONS 


As a result of escape clause actions since 1957, the United States has withdrawn duty 
concessions on safety pins, spring clothespins, and clinical thermometers granted to 
certain countries in agreements negotiated under the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT). Under the Rules of the GATT, the United States is required to compensate 
the countries to which the concessions were granted by allowing duty concessions on other 
articles imported into the United States equivalent to those withdrawn. 

To this end, the Interdepartmental Committee on Trade Agreements has issued the 
public notice required by the Trade Agreements Act to announce that the United States 
will negotiate for such compensatory concessions with appropriate contracting parties to 
the GATT. At the same time, the Committee published the list of articles imported into 
the United States which will be considered for duty reductions during these negotiations. 

To get the views of interested as the Committee for Reciprocity Information 
will open public hearings in Washington on October 6, 1959. On the same day, the 
United States Tariff Commission will open separate public hearings in connection with its 
investigation to determine the “peril point” (i.e. the point below which the duty may 
not be reduced) of the articles to be considered in the negotiations. The final date for 
filing requests to testify at either one of these hearings, and for filing written statements, 
is September 23, 1959.

The Port of New Orleans again reflected 
its diversity, and the vast hinterland which 
it links by more than a hundred regular 
steamship services to overseas points all 
over the globe, in the U. 8S. Corps of Engi- 
neers final tonnage figures for 1958. Total 
tonnage handled by the port in 1958 was 
51,711,671. While adding up its usual rec- 
ord grain tonnages-—it handled 1,962,801 
tons of corn, 1,333,304 tons of wheat, and 
1,880,994 tons of soybeans—the port peren- 
nial grain leader of the nation, piled up its 
most impressive record in petroleum prod- 
ucts. One-third of the total tonnage, or 17,- 
235,376 tons, was accounted for by crude pe- 
troleum, while other petroleum products 
accounted for at least 5 million additional 
tons. New Orleans posted its usual high 
tonnages in the import of bananas (465,- 
884) and coffee (234,196), but, while these 
are high-value commodities, raw materials 
moving through the port outweighed them. 
The port handled 639,917 tons of industrial 
chemicals in 1958 and 816,233 tons of phos- 
phate fertilizer material. Sugar, one of the 
port’s major commodities, amounted to 
1,345,597 tons in 1958. 

2 

An all-time high in revenues rung up by 
Los Angeles Harbor during the fiscal year 
ending last June 30 means that the munici- 
pal department operating the great marine 
facility has more than doubled its earnings 
in the last 10 years. Gross revenues for 
the year recently ended amounted to $8,- 
206,576, as compared to $7,857,380 for the 
previous year and $3,970,105 in fiscal 1948- 
49, according to General Manager Bernard 
J. Caughlin. He pointed out that the cur- 
rent revenue and tonnage totals would be 
even higher if shortages of longshore 
gangs were not causing some ships to by- 
pass the port. The ships of 27 nations 
called at the municipal port during the 
past year, resulting in an interchange of 
cargo across its wharves totaling 23,611,028 
tons. These arrivals were almost evenly 
divided between U. 8S. and foreign vessv.ls- 
2,223 of the former and 2,220 of the latter, 
For the fifth consecutive year, Japan led 
all foreign flags here, with 524 arrivals, an 
increase of 59 over the previous year. Mosc 
of the other nations registering more than 
100 arrivals held steady: Liberia, 373; Nor- 
way, 300; Great Britain, 207; West Ger- 
many, 144; the Netherlands, 123.

The Maryland Port Authority and the 
Western Maryland Railway Company have 
under consideration the construction of 
new port facilities in the Port Covington 
area of the harbor at a cost approximately 
$1,300,000.

He explained that annual pas- 
senger traffic has passed the million mark, 
a level that was originally not expected 
until 1970. He predicted that this total 
would be doubled within the next four years.

RECENT COUNCIL ACTIVITIES 


MARKING REQUIREMENTS—The House 
Committee on Ways and Means approved 
a Bill, H. R. 5054, providing as follows: 


When any imported article the container of 
which is required to be marked under the pro- 
visions of subsection 304(b) of the Tariff Act 
of 1930 is removed from such container by 
the importer, or by a jobber, distributor, dealer, 
retailer, or other person, repackaged, and of- 
fered for sale in the new package, such new 
package shall be marked in such manner as 
to indicate to the ultimate purchaser in the 
United States the English name of the country 
of origin of such article, subject to all ap- 
plicable ovisions of this section. Any article 
offered for sale in violation of the provisions 
of this subsection shall be subject to seizure 
and forfeiture under the customs laws. 


We telegraphed Representative Wilbur D. 
Mills, Chairman of the Committee, that 
while we agreed that when imported arti- 
cles are repackaged they should be prop- 
erly marked to indicate the country of 
origin, we are concerned about the possi- 
bility that the importer might be held lia- 
ble for his customer's failure to mark re- 
packaged goods as required. We requested 
a reconsideration of this bill by the Com- 
mittee to clarify the language in order to 
insure that the importer is not responsible 
for actions by others beyond his control. 

DEMAND FOR QUOTAS—The Executive 
Council of the American Federation of La- 
bor and Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions (AFL-CIO) has been meeting at 
Unity House, Pa. On August 17, it was 
reported in the press that a resolution had 
been presented by four large unions for 
approval by the Executive Council. This 
resolution proposed that the AFL-CIO seek 
legislation to give the Tariff Commission 
power to recommend the establishment of 
import quotas on textiles, apparel, and 
other imported goods. The proposal called 


for these quotas to be based on normal 
levels of domestic output, with higher tar- 
iffs on imports in excess of such quotas. 

We immediately telegraphed President 
George Meany of the AFL-CIO and also 
wired other members of the oxecutive 
Council. Our telegrams pointed out that 
this proposal is contrary to the national 
interest; would result in unprecedented bu- 
reaucratic controls; would invite reprisals 
against our exports by foreign countries; 
and would, on balance, be detrimental to 
the interest of American workers depen- 
dent on all phases of our large foreign 
trade. We further pointed out that import 
quotas have proved to be inflationary and 
injurious to American consumers. 

We are glad to report that the Executive 
Committee of the AFL-CIO did not accept 
the proposed resolution, but has referred 
the entire matter to AFL-CIO economists 
for further study. Mr. Meany is quoted as 
saying that these economists will meet 
soon with representatives of the unions 
whose industries are alleged to be hard hit 
by increased imports to see whether they 
can find a solution without departing from 
the traditional policy of the AFL-CIO in 
support of reciprocal trade. 


“BUY AMERICAN” ACT — After several 
months of negotiations with the Post Of- 
fice Department in Washington, the Assis- 
tant Postmaster General advised us in July 
that the directive of last October to re- 
gional post offices would be revoked. That 
directive stated that it was the policy of 
the Department that no foreign made office 


machinery and equipment would be pur- 
chased. We learned two weeks ago that 
the order to revoke this directive had not 
been received locally. Immediately, we 


telegraphed the Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral asking why this had not been done. 
Two days after our telegram, on August 14, 
the revocation order was issued by the 
Postmaster General.

LEGISLATION 

Since our last report, the Merchant Marine & Fisheries Committee has passed HR 5068 
and reported it to the House, which passed the bill on August 17th. This bill and the 
report which accompanies it is a far ery from the original industry bill, but because it 
does definitely legalize the payment of brokerage at 14%, and because it does state 
that the various listed services are services to a carrier (both of which premises have 
Phe been denied by the Federal Maritime Board), it is a long step forward for our 
industry. 

Under this bill, the forwarder, in order to earn brokerage, must solicit and secure 
the cargo and perform one of the other five listed services, and certify that he has done so. 
foll n the Committee report accompanying the bill, “solicit and secure” is defined as 
ollows: 

“When such services have been performed and certification has been made to the 

carrier, then the carrier is obligated to pay to the forwarder 1% percent of the 

freight rate charged for the cargo so secured. It is not intended in order for the 
forwarder to qualify under the solicit and secure clause that he be specifically 
designated as agent of the carrier. Where the forwarder has solicited and obtained 
export freight from a shipper which is thereafter turned over to a carrier, it is the

Plans for construction of 1,025 multi- 
purpose mechanical refrigerator cars, cost- 
ing an estimated $27 million, were 
announced by Charles V. Ahern, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of Pacific Fruit 
Express Company. The order will bring the 
perishable carrying car line’s ownership of 
mechanical “reefer” cars, already the high- 
est in the nation, to a total of 2,738. PFE 
is jointly owned by Union Pacific and South- 
ern Pacific Railroads. One thousand of the 
new cars—50 feet long and of 60 tons ca- 
pacity—will be equipped with refrigera- 
tion units capable of maintaining constant 
temperatures ranging from zero to 70° 
fahrenheit for periods up to 20 days with- 
out refueling. These cars will handle all 
commodities requiring either cold or heat, 
including everything from frozen foods to 
all types of fresh fruits and vegetables. 
They will also protect delicate cargoes 
from freezing during winter months. The 
remaining 25 will also be 50-footers de- 
signed especially for handling commodities 
requiring temperatures between 32° and 70° 
fahrenheit. Several prototypes of this car, 
incorporating additional innovations other 
than the higher-range temperature controls, 
are now in service on a test basis. The 
additional 25 may point the way toward 
design of other cars to be built in the 
future.

On or about August 15, 1959, the Bureau of Customs will establish an office in Nassau, 
Bahama Islands.

To show that customs officers are stationed at these two places and that customs 
offices in foreign countries are no longer confined to Canada, section 1.3 of the Customs 
Regulations is amended to read as follows:

FREE ENTRY—METAL SCRAP 


Public Law 86-115, approved July 28, 1959, entitled “An act to continue until the 
close of June 30, 1960, the suspension of duties on metal scrap, and for other purposes” 
is set forth below. 

It will be noted that this Public Law continues without interruption through June 
30, 1960, the suspension of duties on metal scraps which were duty free during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1959. [T.D. 54909.] 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That the first sentence of section 2 of the Act of September 30, 1950 
(Public Law 869, EHighty-first Congress), is hereby amended by striking out “June 30, 1959” 
and inserting in lieu thereof “June 30, 1960”: Provided, That this Act shall not apply to lead 
scrap, lead alloy scrap, antimonial lead scrap, scrap battery lead or plates, zine scrap, or zinc 
alloy scrap, or to any form of tungsten scrap, tungsten carbide scrap, or tungsten alloy scrap; 
or to articles of lead, lead alloy, antimonial lead, zinc, or zine alloy, or to articles of tungsten, 
tungsten carbide, or tungsten alloy, imported for manufacture by melting. 

Sec. 2. This Act shali not apply to any article provided for in section 4541 of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954. (P.L. 86-115, approved July 28, 1959)

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5/16 INCH STEEL SCREWS 


In the case of John L. Westland & Son, Inc., A/C Michael & Co. v. United States, 
the United States Customs Court held that steel screws 5/16 inch in length were classi- 
fiable as bolts, without nuts, of steel, under paragraph 330, Tariff Act of 1930, and not 
as articles not specially provided for, whether partly or wholly manufactured, composed 
in chief value of steel under paragraph 397, as classified by the collector. 

The Bureau believes that evidence is available to establish that such screws are 
not bolts, and the Custom’s Section, Civil Division, Department of Justice, has agreed to 
retry the issue. 

Therefore, pending a new ruling by the court, you are instructed to limit the appli- 
cation of the decision reported as C.D. 2091 to the importations covered thereby. [T.D. 


54910.) 
PARTICLE BOARD 


On January 16, 1959, pursuant to the provisions of section 516(b), Tariff Act of 1930, 
as amended, the National Starch Products Inc., New York City, New York, an American 
producer of particle board, was informed that it is the practice to classify particle board 
of which a synthetic resin or resin-like substance is the chief binding agent as wallboard 
under paragraph 1402, Tariff Act of 1930, if imported in standard wallboard sizes and 
not proccessed or finished in any manner specified in that paragraph, or as a manufac- 
ture wholly or in chief value of any product of which a synthetic resin or resin-like 
substance is the chief binding agent under paragraph 1539(b) of the tariff act, if imported 
in other than standard wallboard sizes or processed or finished in any manner specified 
in paragraph 1402. 

In a complaint received February 2, 1959, the domestic producer has taken exception 
to this practice and contends that particle board having a synthetic resin or resin-like 
substance as the chief binding agent is classifiable as wallboard under paragraph 1402, 
Tariff Act of 1930, only if of the type of merchandise chiefly used in the United States 
as wallboard, or, if not so chiefiy used, then under the provision in paragraph 1539(b), 
Tariff Act of 1930, for manufactures wholly or in chief value of any product of which a 
synthetic resin or resin-like substance is the chief binding agent, regardless of size. 

After full consideration of the exception, the Bureau remains of the opinion that the 
practice set out above of classifying particle board having a synthetic resin or resin- 
like substance as the chief binding agent under paragraph 1402 or paragraph 1539(b) 
is correct. 

In accordance with the provisions of section 516(b), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
notice is hereby given that the National Starch Products Inc., New York City, New York, 
has given the notice contemplated by the statute that they desire to protest this classi- 
fication of such merchandise. However, under section 516(b), as amended, the practice 
will be continued so long as no decision of the United States Customs Court or the 
United States Court of Customs and Patent Appeals not in harmony with this decision 
is published. [T.D. 54921.] 


SWISS OR EMMENTHAL CHEESE FROM FINLAND 


Determination of No Sales at Less Than Fair Value.—A complaint was received that 
Swiss or emmenthal cheese from Finland was being sold to the United States at less 
than fair value within the meaning of the Antidumping Act of 1921. 

hereby determine that Swiss or emmenthal cheese from Finland is not being, nor 
is likely to be, sold in the United States at less than fair value within the meaning of 
section 201(a) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)). 

Statement of reasons. First quality Swiss cheese has been imported from Finland 
at a price which has not varied during the past several years. This quality is not con- 
sidered competitive with the United States product. Toward the end of 1958, an inexpen- 
sive cheese began to enter the United States from Finland in substantial quantities. The 
complaint arose subsequent to these importations and appeared to be directed thereto. 

It was determined that inexpensive Swiss cheese is not sold in the Finnish home 
market, but is sold to third countries. The information available indicated that the pur- 
chase price was not less than the price to third countries. 

There have been no importations of inexpensive Swiss cheese from Finland since 
March, 1959, and information received indicates that there is no likelihood of further 
imports of such cheese. 

This determination and the statement of reasons therefor are published pursuant 
to section 201(c) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(c)).

Acid, nitrilotriacetic, and tri-sodium salt of.—Nitrilotriacetic acid classifiable as an 
acid, n.s.p.f., under par. 1. Tri-sodium salt of nitrilotriacetic acid is classifiable as a 
chemical salt, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D. 54907(2).] 

Acid, thioglycollic; n-ethyl piperidine.—Thioglycollic acid is classifiable as an acid, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 1. N-ethyl piperidine is classifiable under par. 27(a)(3)(5) as a product 
by whatever name known, obtained, derived, or manufactured in whole or in part from 
products provided for in par. 27 or 1651. [T.D. 54917(1).] 

Aids, educational.—lIllustrative educational aids used for practical work in electronics 











and electrical education in technical colleges and schools, classifiable as laboratory 
apparatus, n.s.p.f., under par, 360. [T.D. 54913(5).] 

Alloy, lead-tin-antimony, containing 80% lead, 15% antimony, 5% tin, 0.1% impurities 
including 0.005% copper, classifiable as a type metal under par. 392 and subject to the 
lead quota. [T.D. 54899(2).] 

Aluminum, in long lengths, with a circular cross-section .205 inch in diameter, in 


coil form, classifiable as wire, n.s.p.f., under par. 316. [T.D. 54913(6).] 

Ashtray and cigarette lighter. Combination articles. Entireties.—Ashtray of metal 
designed to hold a removable pocket cigarette lighter in an oval shaped hole, and having 
two cigarette grooves, is classifiable as a smoker’s article, n.s.p.f., under par. 1552. The 
lighter is classifiable as a cigarette lighter, in c.v. of metal other than gold or platinum, 
valued over 20¢ per dozen pieces, and designed to be carried on or about the person 
under par. 1527(c) (2). [T.D. 54907(3). 

Bag, plastic, litter, measuring approximately 9% inches by 6% inches, in c.v. of a 
polyvinyl chloride having no organic filler, and an ash content of 19.6%, classifiable as a 
manufacture wholly or in c.v. of any product of which any synthetic resin or resin-like 
product is the chief binding agent under par. 1539(b). [T.D. 54917(2).] 

Basket, bamboo, novelty type, measuring 2 by 2 by 4 inches, is classifiable as a basket, 
n.s.p.f., in c.v. of bamboo, under par. 411. [T.D. 54917(3).] 

Beads, pink, not in c.v. of synthetic resin, having the color and texture of a type of 
pink coral known as “angel skin” properly classifiable under par. 1503, as beads in 
imitation of precious or semi-precious stones, rather than as beads, n.s.p.f., under the 
same par. [T.D. 54913(7).] 

Bible kits; bibles; transparencies. Mounts. Entireties. 





Where in the same shipment 


unattached cardboard mounts are numbered in the sequence of the accompanying trans- 
parencies, following the sequence of the Bible itself, there being an equal number of 
each, the mounts and transparencies are not classifiable as separate tariff entities but 
are classifiable as entireties under the provision for photographs in par. 1410. Bibles

1631 
for a purpose provided for therein. Mounted or unmounted transparencies in sufficient 
quantity to include the complete text of the Old or New Testament, or both, portray the 
Bible but are not Bibles as such. [T.D. 54907(4).] 

Binocular sides with hinged center posts; metal plate attachments; cases, vinyl or 
leather.—Binocular sides with hinged center post, imported in a knocked-down condi- 
tion, are considered an entirety and classifiable as prism-binoculars under par. 228 (a). 
The metal plate attachments for converting the binoculars to monoculars for use either 
with hand or with tripod, are classifiable as articles in c.v. of iron, steel, brass, bronze, 
zine, or aluminum under par. 397. Leather cases classifiable as such under par. 1531. Cases 
made of vinyl containing a filler material are classifiable under the provision for manu- 
factures wholly or in c.v. of any product of which any synthetic resin is the chief binding 
agent under par. 1539(b). Vinyl cases containing no filler material dutiable at the rate 
applicable to leather cases under par. 1531. [T.D. 54907(5).} 

Bins, fruit picking.—Bulk bins for apples, knocked-down or set-up, approximately 
it by 3% by 2 feet, made of plywood, lumber and metal, used in picking, transporting 
to cold storage warehouse, and incidental storage prior to emptying, classifiable free of 
duty as other agricultural implements under par. 1604, on basis of current use. [T.D, 
54907 (6).] 

Beat hulls, complete, having no trim or motor including gear associated with the 
power plant, classifiable under the provision for motor boats in par. 370. [T.D. 54917(4).] 

Boxes, trailer, horse, made of wood with angle iron supports and a metal chassis and 
roof, classifiable, if in c.v. of iron, steel, brass, bronze, zinc, or aluminum, or a combination 
of those metals, as articles, n.s.p.ft., partly or wholly manufactured, wholly or in c.v. of 
iron, steel, brass, bronze, zinc, or aluminum, or combinations of those metals, but not 
plated with platinum, goid, or silver, or coiored with gold lacquer, under par. 397. If in 
c.v. of wood, classifiable as manufactures of which wood is the component material of c.v., 
n.s.p.f., under par. 412. If they contain 4% or more by weight of copper, including 
copper in alloys. [T.D. 54917(5).] 

Catcium eyclohexyisultamate (calcium cyclamate) and sodium cyclohexylsulfamate 
(sodium cyclamate, also sold as “sugaron,”) which are synthetic sweetening agents used 
in dietetic foods and beverages, are classifiable under par. 27(a)(3)(5), as products n.s.p.f., 
obtained, derived, or manufactured in whole or in part from a product provided for in 
par. 27 or 1651. [T.D. 54898(3).] 

Cards, correspondence; covers, plastic.—Correspondence cards made of bristol board, 
measuring 4% inches by 3% inches, with thicknesses of 0.008, 0.0085, and 0.010, having a 
design printed otherwise than lithographically on the left hand side of the card and a 
blank back, are classifiable as correspondence cards printed other than by lithographic 
process in sheets of under 110 square inches under par. 1407(a). Each card enclosed in a 
plastic bag designed to fit it would be considered dutiable as a correspondence card. . «i 
plastic bags not enclosing correspondence cards would be separately dutiable at the 
rate applicable to manufactures in c.v, of india rubber, under par. 1537(b). (T.D. 54904(1).] 

Cars, mine haulage, fabricated from mild steel, having capacities ranging from 20 to 
200 cubic feet, and designed for the haulage of ore in underground mining operations are 
classifiable as railway cars under par. 397. [T.D. 54917(6).] 

Chlorides.—Sulfur chloride and copper chloride are classifiable under the provision 
for chemical compounds and salts, n.s.p.f., in par. 5. Copper chloride is also subject to 
import tax under section 4541. Mercury chloride is classifiable as a mercurial preparation 
under par. 17. Manganese chloride is classifiable as a manganese salt, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 50. Zine chloride is classifiable as such under par. 93. [T.D. 54917(7).] 

Cleaner, metal, which is an aqueous emulsion containing approximately 30% earthy or 
mineral substance, less than 10% ammonium oleate, and a small amount of ammonium 
oxalate, classifiable as a liquid for cleaning or polishing, n.s.p.f., under par. 13. [T.D. 
54904(2).] 

Colors, tempera, called “politee plastic tempera,” packed in box containing assortment 
of 15 small jars of colors and 1 jar of varnish sealer, classifiable as paints, colors, and 
pigments, commonly Known as artists’, school, students’, or children’s paints or colors, 
in tubes, jars, cakes, pans, or other forms, not exceeding one and one-half pounds net 
weight each, when assembled in paint sets, kits, or color outfits, with or without brushes, 
water pans, outline drawings, stencils, or other articles, under par. 65(a)(3). [T.D. 
54907 (7).] 

Comb, flexible wire, steel, imported in various individual sizes, soldered at both ends, 
either unpainted or painted in hair shades, are properly classifiable under par. 1527(c)(2), 
when valued over 20¢ per dozen pieces as articles, finished or unfinished, designed to be 
worn on the person, such as combs, or, if valued not over 20¢ per dozen pieces, under 
par. 397, as articles, manufactured, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of steel, and not classifiable under 
par. 1527(d) as materials of metal, suitable for use in the manufacture of articles provided 
for in par. 1527 (a), (b), or (c). [T.D. 54907(8).] 
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Confectionery; chocolate morelia presidential, a chocolate product used to make hot 
chocolate, consisting of sugar, chocolate liquor, almond, and cinnamon, classifiable as 
confectionery, n.s.p.t., under par. 506. [(T.D. 54904(3).] 

Container, air-tight.—Plastic container completely heat-sealed at one end but only 
partially heat-sealed at the other end and plastic container completely heat-sealed at 
both ends but with small holes punched between the seals to permit passage of air from 
outside to inside are not air-tight containers for the purposes of par. 718(b). [T.w. 
54604(4).] 

Cotton webbing, “skin,” and pads.—Webbing, or strapping, 1, 1% and 2 inches wide, 
used in the furniture industry, woven with fast edges, if wholly or in c.v. of cotton, 
classifiable as fabrics with fast edges, not over 12 inches wide, n.s.p.f., under par. 912. A 
napped cotton cloth used in the furniture moving industry, called a “skin,” if imported as 
piece goods, classifiable as colored cotton cloth under par. 904(c), dutiable at the rate 
determined by the average yarn number; if imported cut to specific sizes, classifiable as 
manufactures wholly or in c.v. of cotton, n.s.p.f., under par, 923. Furniture pads used in 
the furniture moving industry, consisting of a covering of cotton cloth with a waste 
cotton filling, in sizes 72 inches by 80 inches and other sizes, classifiable as manufactures 
wholly or in c.v. of cotton, n.s.p.f., under par. 923. Additional duty on any cotton 
contained therein having a staple of 1% inches or more in length is provided for in par. 
924. [T.D. 54904(5).] 

Coal tar derivatives.—Emulgin 549, a compound of fatty alcohol polyglycol ethers 
and tetrahydronaphthalene is classifiable under par. 27(a)(4)(5) as a mixture consisting 
in part of a product provided for in par. 27. Lauryl pyridinium chloride, lauryl pyridinium 
sulfate, texaphor (a compound of fatty alcohol sulfate with cyclohexanol), tetrahy- 
dronaphthalene, and decahydronaphthalene are classifiable under par. 27(a)(3)(5) as 
products, n.s.p.f., obtained, derived, or manufactured in whole or in part from any product 
provided for in par. 27 or 1651. These products are also subject to import tax under 
section 4581 when applicable by reason of the type and quality of raw material used in 
their manufacture. [T.D. 54913(38).] 

Copper chloride, classifiable as chemical salts, n.s.p.f., under par. 5, and subject to 
import tax under section 454l(a). [(T.D. 54907(9).] 

Dental articulating paper; hypodermic needles, stainless steel.—Dental articulating 
paper imported in rolls or sheets, 0.004 to 0.005 inch in thickness, is classifiable as other 
paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1409. Articulating paper in booklets is classifiable as other 
manufactures of paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1413. Stainless steel hypodermic needles chiefly 
used by members of the dental profession are classifiable under the provision for dental 
hypodermic needles in par. 359. If chiefly used by members of the medical profession 
they are classifiable as surgical needles under par. 359. [T.D. 54904(6).] 

Detergent, medicated, for dogs and cats (trade name “Sulfoform,”) containing tri- 
phenyl-stibine-sulphide 2% in special pH adjusted sodium lauryl sulphate base, with 
aromatics added, used therapeutically, classifiable under par. 28(a), as a coal tar 
medicinal. [T.D. 54904(7).] 
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Dodecylbenzene is classifiable under par. 27(a) (3) (5), as a product obtained, derived, 
or manufactured in part from a product provided for in par. 1651. [T.D. 54907(10).] 

Drawing sets, interchangeable drawing point sections, and holders for drawing point 
sections, all in c.v. of metal, are classifiable as drawing instruments in c.v. of metal and 
parts thereof in c.v. of metal under par. 360, and subject to import tax on copper content 
under section 4541. (T.D. 54899(4).] 

“Dulcivit,” candy tablets, each weighing 3.8 grams, containing 50 milligrams of 
L-ascorbic acid (vitamin C), classifiable as sugar candy and all confectionery, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 506, and if in c.v. of sugar, subject to import tax under section 4501(b)(3). 
(T.D. 54890(5).] 

Electron diffraction camera, device using electron beam to measure, observe, and 
record the conditions of surfaces or thin layers of metallic or non-metallic materials, 
classifiable as scientific and laboratory apparatus, wholly or in c.v. of metal, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 360, and not as X-ray apparatus under par. 353. [T.D. 54904(8).] 

Electric bulbs or lamps which are essential components of surgical instruments class- 
ifiable under par. 359, as parts of surgical instruments. [T.D. 54907(11).] 

tstrogens, natural, in crystal form, refined from pregnant mares’ urine, are classi- 
fiable as a natural uncompounded drug of animal origin, n.s.p.f., advanced by processing, 
under par. 34. [T.D. 54913(9).] 

Extruded forms composed of a synthetic resin (polyvinyl chloride type) containing 
no filler material, for use in trailers, buses, and other vehicles in lieu of steel molding, 
and other purposes requiring rigid shaped material to be cut as needed, dutiable at the 
rate applicable to steel n.s.p.f. under par. 304. [T.D. 54913(10).] 

Fabrics, embroidered, composed of cotton, flax, and rayon, and finished tablecloths 
made therefrom, classifiable as fabrics and articles, embroidered, under par. 1529(a) (6). 
(T.D. 54917(8).] 

Fez, cotton, trimmed with a rayon braid tassel is classifiable as an article, other than 
xloves and mittens, in part of trimmings, not in part of lace, and not ornamented, under 
par. 1529(a). [(T.D. 54913¢11).] 

Fish hook holder, plastic; snelled hook.—Fish hook holder consisting of flat plastic 
plate, composed of synthetic resin containing no filler material, having twelve cut out 
grooves at the top and a strip of rubber having notches at the bottom, dutiable at the 
rate applicable to articles n.s.p.f.. wholly or in aluminum, under par. 397. Snelled hooks 
are classifiable as such under par. 1535. [T.D. 54907(12).] 

Flowers, artificial; wrist watch box.—A wrist watch box having the appearance of 
a large artificial flower with an artificial stem and leaves, the head of the flower being 
formed by artificial petals attached to the outside of the box which opens at the press 
of a button to form a receptable for a wrist watch, classifiable as artificial flowers, leaves, 
and stems under par. 1518. [T.D. 54904(9).] 

Folic acid, niacinamide, thyroid.—Folic acid in its condition as imported ready for 
administration as a medicinal, except for dilution or addition of a carrier, and so chiefly 
used in the United States is classifiable as a coal tar medicinal under par. 28(a), other- 
wise it is classifiable under par. 27(a) (3) (5) as a product by whatever name known, 
obtained, derived, or manufactured in whole or in part from a product provided for in 
par. 27 or 1651. Niacinamide when derived wholly or in part from coal tar sources is 
classifiable as a coal tar medicinal under par. 28(a) and when derived wholly from non- 
coal tar sources is classifiable as a vitamin medicinal preparation under par. 5. Powdered 
thyroid gland not mixed with lactose or other material is classifiable as a natural and 
uncompounded drug of animal origin, not edible, advanced in condition or value by grind- 
ing under par. 34. Powdered thyroid mixed with lactose, sodium chloride, starch, sucrose, 
or other materials of non-coal tar origin is classifiable as a medicinal preparation, n.s.p.f., 
under Par. 5. [T.D. 54899(6).] 

Fork, kitchen, with plastic handle, designed with hole in top of handle for hanging 
work to wall when not in use, and measuring 10% or 12% inches in length, is considered 
to be for kitchen use rather than carving use and classifiable under the provision for 
forks with handles of hard rubber, solid bone, celluloid, or any pyroxylin, casein, or 
similar material in par. 355. [(T.D. 54904(10).] 

Goldstones; gold encrusted synthetic precious or semiprecious stones; gold inlaid 
stones.—Goldstones, synthetic, cut but not set, and suitable for use in the manufacture 
of jewelry, classifiable as imitation semiprecious stones under par. 1528. Synthetic 
precious or semiprecious stones and precious and semiprecious stones classifiable as such 
under par. 1528 although engraved and encrusted with a layer of gold or gold leaf. Inlaid 
stones with separate gold parts placed into the engraving of the stone by inserting the 
tube through a hole in the stone and securing it to the back, are classifiable under the 
provisions for jewelry of which the metal part is wholly of gold in part 1527(a) (1) 
(T.D. 54904(11).]

Golf balls, practice, made of polythene containing no filler material, classifiable under 
par. 1502, as balls, primarily designed for use in physical exercise (whether or not such 
exercise involves the element of sport), not wholly or in c.v. of rubber, n.s.p.f. [T.D. 
54913(12).] 

Grid, ceramic, perforated, a part of the burning surface in an infra red radiant 
panies composed of oxides and silicates of magnesium, aluminum, iron, and calcium, and 

having a nonvitrified absorbent body, is classifiable as an article wholly or in R .v. of 
earthy or mineral substances, not decorated, n.s.p.f., under par. 214, [T.D. 54890(7).] 

Hat, unfinished, blocked to a definite size, though not in the form in which it will be 
worn, is a blocked hat for the purposes of par. 1504(b). [T.D. 54917(9).] 

Hatchet, fruit box, with scored head and cut off wood handle measuring approximately 
13 inches in length, used in produce markets, fruit and vegetable shops, etc., to open, by 
hand labor, boxes or crates for examination and then renail, are classifiable under the 
provision for other cutting tools in par. 396, rather than under the provision for agricul- 
tural implements of any kind or description, n.s.p.f., in par. 1604. [T.D. 54899(8).] 

Heels, plastic.—Heel having a broad lip narrowing to a small walking surface, for 
use on feminine footwear in lieu of the heel body and top lift, composed of synthetic 
resin (polyethylene type) containing no filler material, classifiable, in the absence of an 
enumerated dutiable article resembling it with respect to use, under par. 1558, as an 
article manufactured in whole or in part, n.s.p.f. Flat heels apparently for use on boys’, 
women’s, or girls’ walking shoes, composed of black synthetic resin (polyethylene type) 
containing no filler material, dutiable at the rate applicable to manufactures wholly or 
in c.v. of gutta-percha or india rubber, or both, n.s.p.f., under par, 1537(b). ([T.D. 54914(13).] 

Holly, artificial, consisting of two holly leaves made of a textile material, with wire 
stems, and two artificial berries, with paper stems, joined together by a paper-like wrap- 
ping around the stems, in c.v. of cotton, classifiable as leaves, artificial or ornamental, 
wholly or in c.v. of filaments, threads, or yarns, under par. 1518(a). [T.D. 54907(13).] 

Hook, potato, an implement with bent fork-like tines used in digging potatoes and 
chiefly used in the United States on farms by farmers in agricultural pursuits classifiable 
as an agricultural implement under par. 1604. [T.D. 54907(14).] 

Inha-pas salt (paraaminosalicylate of isonazid), used in the treatment of tuber- 
culosis, is classifiable as a coal tar medicinal under par. 28(a). [T.D. 54917(10).] 

Knife sharpener; plastic plug.—Knife sharpener consisting of body made of plastic 
containing no filler material, approximately 3 inches long, 4 inch wide, and % inch high, 
in which is mounted a tungsten carbide sharpening device, if in c.v. of metal, classifiable 
as a household utensil wholly or in c.v. of base metal under par. 339, or, if in c.v. of 
plastic, dutiable at the rate applicable to steel household utensils under par. 339. Plastic 
plug consisting of a tubular piece of plastic, approximately 3/16 inch in diameter, con- 
taining no filler material, used to hold screws in tile or masonry walls, dutiable at the 
rate applicable to articles n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manufactured, in c.v. of lead, under 
par. 397. [T.D. 54913(14).] 

Knives, machine.—Veneer knife, planer knives, and paper knives, whether or not 
alloyed, are classifiable as planing-machine knives, paper and pulp mill knives and all 
other cutting knives and blades used in power or hand machines under par. 356, and not 
as cutting tools of any kind containing more than 0.1% of vanadium, or more than 
0.2% of tungsten, molybdenum, or chromium, under par. 352. [T.D. 54904(12).] 
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Knife and fork set, the knife having a serrated blade approximately 7 inches long 
with two-prong tip, an overall length of 11% inches, and designed for universal use such 
as cutting meat, cheese, cake, bread, sandwich meat, vegetables, and bones, is classifiable 
under the provision for other knives with handles of celluloid, or any pyroxylin, casein, 
or similar material in par. 355. The fork used to hold meat while sliclag is considered 
a carving fork and classifiable under the provision for carving forks with handles of 
celluloid, or any pyroxylin, casein, or similar material in par. 355. [T.D. 54907(15).] 

Laundry and mending set consisting of a small plastic case measuring unfolded 3% 
by 4% inches with four plastic compartments containing respectively rayon mending yarn 
in five different colors on a paper back, a packet of five hand-sewing needles, four minia- 
ture clothes pegs with metal coil spring, and a miniature clothes line in c.v. of rayon 
with two steel hooks for attaching the line to posts or walls, is classifiable according 
to the nature of the component articles. The plastic case, not containing a filler material, 
is dutiable at the rate applicable to leather cases in par. 1531. The case components are 
classifiable as follows: needles, as darning or hand-sewing needles under par. 1724; 
clothes pegs with steel springs, as articles, n.s.p.f., manufactured, in c.v. of steel, under 
par. 397; mending yarns, as spun yarn of rayon, plied, under par. 1303; clothes line with 
attaching metal rings or hooks, in c.v. of rayon cord, as a manufacture in c.v. of rayon, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 1312. [T.D. 54899(9).] 

Letter opener.—Miniature knife or sword, having a brass handle and a steel blade 
and approximately six inches in overall length, bearing the name of some business firm 
and used for advertising purposes, classifiable under the provision for household utensils 
in par. 339. [T.D. 54907(16).] 

Lobster extract; lobstermeat, ground.—‘Lobster extract,” a product consisting of 
flavoring and color extracted from lobster shells and blended with either mazola oil or 
soya bean oil, to be used for coloring and flavoring in food processing, classifiable as 
an edible preparation for human consumption under par. 1558, and not as lobster prepared 
in any manner under par. 1761. Lobstermeat, ground, with flour as a binding agent, 
seasoning, and lobster extract added, classifiable as lobster prepared or preserved in any 
manner (including pastes and sauces), and n.s.p.f., under par. 1761. [T.D. 54907(17).] 

Lumber and wood stock, edge-glued, maple.—Edge-gliued maple stock in widths from 
14 inches to 20 inches and in lengths from 30 inches to 50 inches made from lumber edge- 
glued and finished planed to 4% inch thickness, with rough sawn edges not squared, im- 
ported for use for tops and ends for dressers, which after cutting and beveling the 
ends and edges, and boring holes and sanding is ready for assembly into furniture, 
classifiable according to the width of the merchandise. In the absence of evidence 
that maple material (not glued-up) over 18 inches in width is actually an item defi- 
nitely, generally, and uniformly known in the trade and commerce of the United 
States as lumber, such glued-up stock is classifiable as manufactures in c.v. of wood, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 412. In the absence of evidence that glued-up stock of the specified 
lengths which is 18 inches or less in width is not, when in one piece, known in our trade 
as lumber, such glued-up stock is classifiable as lumber, sawed, not further manufactured 
than planed and tongued and grooved, n.s.p.f., free of duty under par. 1803(1). [T.D. 
54917(11).] 

Lutidine, 2:6, obtained in the fractional distillation of crude pyridine, classifiable 
under par. 1651, as a product found naturally in coal tar, whether produced or obtained 
from coal tar or other source, and n.s.p.f., in par. 27 or 28. [T.D. 54913(15).] 

Machine, threading and knotting, Mark II (“Arbeco”), used for the purpose of punch- 
ing holes in tickets or tags, threading them with strings and knotting them, classifiable 
as an article having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, n.s.p.f., in c.v. 
of metal, under par. 353. [T.D. 54907(18).] 

Magic squirt fluid, in plastic bottle, designed to squirt a red disappearing fluid at 
objects without staining clothes or material, and which can be inserted in squirt guns, 
is an article of a kind or class chiefly used for the amusement of children, and classifiable 
under the provision for toys, n.s.p.f., in par. 1513. [T.D. 54904(13).] 

Metal scrap. Commingled merchandise. Quota. Lead-copper enable some pieces in c.v. 
of copper and some pieces in c.v. of lead, the respective quantity of each. class not ascer- 
tainable by customs officers by one or more of the means set forth in section 508(a), 
Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. Unless respective quantity of each class is physically 
segregated by the importer in accordance with section 508(b), the entire shipment (lot) 
is classifiable and dutiable at the highest rate applicable to any part thereof. The lead- 
copper cable scrap in c.v. of copper is classifiable as old copper fit only for remanufac- 
ture under par. 1658, in view of T.D. 47351(2) and taxable under section 4541(1). Lead- 
copper cable scrap in c.v. of lead is classifiable as lead scrap under par. 392, subject to 
the lead quota (T.D. 54705), and taxable under section 4541(3). [(T.D. 54913(16).] 
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Medical preparations and chemical compounds.—Lactic acid is classifiable as such 
under par. 1. Fusel oil is classifiable as such under par. 4. Calcium gluconate is classifiable 
as a salt of gluconic acid under par. 5. Caffeine and theobromine are classifiable as such 
under par. 15. Calcium glycerophosphate and sodium glycerophosphate are classifiable 
as salts of glycerophosphoric acid under par. 26. Terpin hydrate is classifiable as such 
under par. 26. Isobutyl acetate is classifiable as butyl acetate under par. 37. Cream of 
tartar is classifiable as such under par. 9. Hexamethylenetetramine is classifiable as such 
undér par. 40. Strychnine alkaloid and strychnine sulfate are classifiable under the pro- 
vision for strychnine and salts thereof in par. 86. Lactose is classifiable as such under 
par. 505. Cod liver oil, irrespective of grade or use, is classifiable as such under par. 
1730(b). Quinine alkaloid, quinine hydrobromide, quinine hydrochloride, and quinine sul- 
fate are classifiable under the provision for quinine sulfate and other alkaloids and salts 
of alkaloids derived from cinchona bark in par. 1748 

Para aminobenzoic acid is classifiable as such under par. 27(a)(1)(5). Antipyrine, 
aspirin (acetylsalicylic acid), and methyl salicylate are classifiable as such under par. 
28(a). Dextro desoxyephedrine hydrochloride, d] desoxyephedrine hydrochloride, diethyl- 
stilbestrol, and sulfa drugs, all the foregoing obtained, derived, or manufactured in part 
from any product provided for in par. 27 or 1651 and benzocaine, chloroquin diphosphate, 
chlorpheniramine maleate, dextro amphetamine phosphate dibasic, dextro amphetamine 
sulfate, dl amphetamine phosphate dibasic, dl amphetamine sulfate, dipyrone (novalgin), 
dithranol (anthralin), hexylresorcinol, homatropine methylbromide, isonicotinic acid hy- 
drazide, mephenesin, methanteline bromide, sodium PAS acid (sodium para-aminosalicy- 
late), calcium PAS acid (calcium para-aminosalicylate), phenobarbital, phenyl butazone, 
phenylephrine, hydrochloride, phthalyl sulfacetamide, sodium salicylate salol, salicylamide, 
sulfadiazine, and sulfacetamide are classifiable under par. 28(a) as medicinals obtained, 
derived, or manufactured in whole or in part from any product provided for in par. 27 
or 1651. Adrenochrome monosemicarbazone produced synthetically from coal tar com- 
pounds, dextro amphetamine hydrochloride, and dl amphetamine hydrochloride are class- 
ifiable under par. 27(a)(3)(5) as products obtained, derived, or manufactured in whole 
or in part from any product provided for-in par. 27 or 1651. Guaiacol glycerin ether is 
classifiable as a derivative of guaiacol under par. 28(a). 

The products ruled upon below are not obtained, derived, or manufactured in any 
part from a product provided for in par. 27 or 1651. 

Unground cascara sagrada, unground passiflora, and unground valerian are classifiable 
as crude drugs under par. 1669. Uncompounded ground cascara sagrada, uncompounded 
dried cascara sagrada extract, chrysarobin, liver concentrate, liver desiccated NF, liver 
extract USP, liver fraction No. 1, liver fraction No. 2, uncompounded pancreatin, powdered 
papain, powdered passiflora, uncompounded pepsin prepared without acid and consisting 
of the dried and pulverized stomach tissue of hogs, rutin NF, powdered valerian, and 
aloin extracted from the natural crude drug without chemical change are classifiable 
as natural and uncompounded drugs, not edible, n.s.p.f., but which are advanced in con- 
dition or value and not containing alcohol under par. 34. Isovaleric acid is classifiable as 
valerianic acid under par. 1601. Adrenochrome monosemicarbazone, brucine alkaloid, and 
thallium sulfate are classifiable as chemical compounds, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. Betaine 
hydrochloride, dextro desoxyephedrine hydrochloride, dl] desoxyephedrine hydrochloride, 
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diethystilbestrol, digitoxin, intrinsic factor concentrate, aloin and pepsin prepared with 
the use of hydrochloridic acid, piperazine citrate, piperazine hexahydrate, resperine pre- 
pared by the Djerassi method, d-tubocurarine chloride, and ichthammol are classifiable as 
medicinal preparations, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. Pilular belladonna extract, powdered bella- 
donna extract, dried cascara sagrada extract containing added starch, henbane extract, 
pancreatin compounded with lactose or sucrose, and pepsin admixed with lactose or other 
diluent are classifiable as medicinal preparations, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. Fluid extracts of 
belladonna, cascara sagrada, and valerian are classifiable as medicinal preparations con- 
taining alcohol under par. 24. Ascorbic acid, calciferol, d-calcium pantothenate, dl-calciunm 
pantothenate, and vitamin B-12, if in their imported condition ready for administration 
as medicinals, except for dilution or addition of a carrier, and so chiefly used in the United 
States are classifiable as vitamin medicinal preparations under par. 5. Ascorbic acid in 
its condition as imported not ready for administration as a medicinal or chiefly used for 
processing into another product or for some other purpose is classifiable as an acid, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 1. Calciferol, d-calcium pantothenate, dl-calcium pantothenate, and 
vitamin B-12 in their condition as imported not ready for administration as medicinals 
or chiefly used for processing into other products or for some other purpose are classi- 
fiable as chemical compounds, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. Aminophylline, bromural, calcium 
lactate, choline bitartrate, choline chloride, choline dihydrogen citrate, and glycine 
(aminoacetic acid), if in their condition as imported ready for administration as medic- 
cinals, except for dilution or addition of a carrier, and so chiefly used in the United States, 
are classifiable as medicinal preparations, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. If any of the products 
listed in the preceding sentence in this condition as imported is not ready for administra- 
tion as a medicinal or is chiefly used for further processing into another product or for 
some other purpose, then glycine is classifiable as an acid, n.s.p.f., under par, 1; amino- 
phylline is classifiable as a salt of ethylene diamine under par. 2; bromural is classifiable 
as a bromine compound, n.s.p.f., under par. 45; and calcium lactate, choline bitartrate, 
choline chloride, and choline dihydrogen citrate are classifiable as chemical compounds, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D. 54907(19).] 

“Nacton,” (1-methyl-2-pyrrolidyl) methyl benzilate methyl methosulphate, used as 
a gastric secretion inhibitor in the treatment of peptic ulcers, classifiable as a coal tar 
medicinal under par. 28(a). [T.D. 54913(17).] 

19-nor-17-A-ethinyl testosterone, if in its imported condition ready for administra- 
tion as a medicinal, with or without dilution or addition of a carrier, and so chiefly used 
in the United States is classifiable as a medicinal preparation, n.s.p.f., under par. 5, other- 
wise, it is classifiable as a chemical compound, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D. 54917(12).] 

Oil, herring, filtered by pressing crude herring oil through filter cloths to separate 
out a portion of the stearine (nothing added), is classifiable as herring oil under par. 52, 
and also subject to import tax under section 4561. [T.D. 54904(14).] 

Panel consisting of pulpboard core with two plies of wood attached to each surface, 
if imported not advanced beyond the material stage, and known in the trade of the United 
States as plywood, classifiable under par. 405. [T.D. 54913(18).] 

Pen, marking, in c.v. of plastic containing a filler material, classifiable as a manu- 
facture wholly or in c.v. of any product of which any synthetic resin or resin-like sub- 
stance is the chief binding agent under par. 1539(b). [T.D. 54913(19).] 

Pepper, black; jar, glass.—Ground black pepper classifiable as such under par. 781. 
Glass jar having a removable, perforated plastic disk over the mouth and a metal screw 
cap, serving as the container for black pepper, classifiable under Par. 217 as glass jars, 
filled, holding less than % pint. [T.D. 54917(13).] 

Pigments; phthalic anhydride; zinc dust.—Dry red lead is classifiable as red lead 
under par. 72. Lead chromate and basic lead chromate, if not obtained, derived, or manu- 
factured in part from a product provided for in par. 27 or 1651, are classifiable as colors 
containing chromium under par. 70. Synthetically produced black iron oxide is classifiable 
as a synthetic iron oxide pigment, n.s.p.f., under par. 73. Black iron exide made by grind- 
ing iron oxide ore to the fineness of a pigment and Spanish red iron oxide are classifiable 
as iron oxide pigments, n.s.p.f., under par. 73. Leaded zine oxide containing not over 25% 
of lead is classifiable as such under par. 77. Phthalic anhydride is classifiable as such 
under par. 27(a) (1) (5). Zine dust is classifiable as such under par. 394. [T.D. 54904(15).] 

Pins, metal, designed as membership pins for organizations but primarily used as 
articles of adornment, classifiable as jewelry when valued over 20¢ per dozen pieces under 
par. 1527(a) (2). If valued at less than 20¢ per dozen pieces, they are classifiable as 
articles of bronze, n.s.p.f., under par. 397. Such pins in c.v. of copper, including copper in 
alloys, are subject to import tax under section 4541(2). Cloth badges in c.v. of wool 
classifiable as manufactures of wool n.s.p.f. under par. 1120. [T.D. 54913(20).] 
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Pacifier, infant’s, composed of a disc and ring of plastic containing no filler material, 
and a rubber nipple, in c.v. of plastic, dutiable at the rate applicable to cellulose acetate 
articles under par.

COLLOIDAL SIZED PARTICLES COMPOSED OF SILICA AND WATER— 
TARIFF CLASSIFICATION 


The Bureau of Customs published a notice in the FEDERAL REGISTER dated July 7, 
1959 (24 F.R. 5479), that the existing practice of classifying a product known as “Cab- 
O-Sil” consisting of colloidal sized particles composed of 98.4 per cent silica and 1.6 per 
cent of water as sand containing 95 per cent or more of silica and not over 0.6 per cent 
of oxide of iron and suitable for use in the manufacture of glass under paragraph 207, 
Tariff Act of 1930, with duty at the rate of 50 cents per ton was under review. 

The Bureau, in a letter of August 20, 1959, addressed to the collector of customs, 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, ruled that such product was classifiable as an acid anhydride, 
not specially provided for, under paragraph 1 of the tariff act and dutiable at the rate 
of 12% per cent ad valorem. 

Insofar as this decision results in the assessment of a duty at a rate higher than 
that which heretofore has been assessed under an established and uniform practice it 
shall be applied only with respect to such or similar merchandise entered, or withdrawn 
from warehouse, for consumption after 90 days after Aug. 27, 1959.

PETROLEUM PRODUCTS FROM BRUMANIA 


Determination of No Sales at Less Than Fair Value.—A complaint was reveived that 
petroleum products from Rumania were being sold to the United States at less than fair 
value within the meaning of the Antidumping Act of 1921. 

I hereby determine that petroleum products from Rumania are not being, nor are 
likely to be, sold in the United States at less than fair value within the meaning of 
section 201(a) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)). 

Statement of reasons. Investigation showed that the importations in question con- 
sisted of one shipment of residual fnel oil and one shipment of coke oven crude tar. 
There have been no further importations, and it appears that each shipment was a one- 
time operation. 

No information was developed during the course of the investigation which would 
indicate that these petroleum products from Rumania were being sold at less than fair 
value. 

Customs officers have been instructed to report all future shipments of petroleum 
products from Rumania to the Bureau of Customs for consideration and appropriate 
action, 

This determination and the statement of reasons therefor are published pursuant to 
section 201(c) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(c)). 





MARKING REQUIREMENTS 

IMPORTED WELDING FITTINGS—An examination disclosed that in some instances 
the name of the country of origin is marked by means of rubber stamps or other meth- 
ods which result in a marking which will not survive a process of painting through 
which the fittings are sometimes put before they reach the ultimate purchaser in the 
United States. 

Subject to the exceptions from marking provided for in section 304(a)(3), Tariff Act 
of 1930, as amended, welding fittings shall no longer be passed as properly marked unless 
marked by die sinking or some other method which will result in a marking which will 
remain legible and conspicuous if the fittings are painted before they reach the ultimate 
purchaser in the United States. This decision shall become effective as to entries for 
consumption and warehouse made on and after December 1, 1959. [C/L 23088] 

REINFORCEMENT BARS—The fabricator in the United States who cuts and bends 
reinforcement bars to shape is considered the ultimate purchaser for purposes of the 
marking requirements and effective immediately in those cases in which an affidavit is 
necessary to establish to the satisfaction of the collector of customs that a particular 
shipment of reinforcement bars is entitled to an exception from marking under section 
304(a)(3)(D) of the act, as amended, an affidavit signed by such ultimate purchaser shall 
be required setting forth a general description of the use to establish the basis for the 
exception. 

When an affidavit is necessary to support an exception from marking under section 
304(a)(3)(H) of the act, as amended, an affidavit signed by the ultimate purchaser, the 
fabricator who bends and cuts reinforcement bars to shape, shall be required showing

that the order was placed abroad by such ultimate purchaser for delivery of bars manu- 
factured in a particular country. [C/L 3080.] 

CIGARETTE LIGHTERS—It has been reported to the Bureau that cigarette lighters 
marked with the name of the country of origin by means of paper sticker labels have 
been imported subsequent to December 1, 1958, and windproof cigarette lighters (zippo 
type) have been imported with the marking of the name of the country of origin die 
sunk under the spark wheel where the marking cannot be seen with the case closed. 

Shipments of cigarette lighters should be scrutinized to assure that all marking 
requirements are complied with. In this connection, Bureau of Customs Circular Letter 
No. 3045 of August 18, 1958, which became effective December 1, 1958, prohibited marking 
of the name of the country of origin on imported cigarette lighters by means of cellulose 
or other tape, paper labels, or string tags. C.I.E. No. 1040/57, dated May 17, 1957, requires 
that the “zippo type” lighters be marked with the name of the country of origin ata 
location at which the marking can be seen without the cap of the lighter case being 


raised. [C/L 3086.1]

U. S&S. PRODUCTION OF MISCELLANEOUS SYNTHETIC ORGANIC CHEMICALS 
ABOUT THE SAME IN 1958 AS IN 1957—Preliminary report on U. S. production and 
sales of miscellaneous synthetic organic chemicals in 1958. The report, thirteenth in a 
series on production and sales of synthetic organic chemicals in 1958, gives preliminary 
statistics for that year on a group of varied products such as solvents, paint driers, 
halogenated hydrocarbons, tanning materials, photographic chemicals, and other prod- 
ucts, and on acyclic intermediates used in the manufacture of more finished products. 

U. S&S. PRODUCTION OF PESTICIDES AND OTHER ORGANIC AGRICULTURAL 
CHEMICALS SOMEWHAT LARGER IN 1958 THAN IN 1957—Preliminary report on U. 8. 
production and sales of pesticides and other organic agricultural chemicals in 1958. The 
report, fourteenth in a series on production and sales of synthetic organic chemicals in 
1958, gives preliminary statistics for that year on pesticides by principal uses—fungicides, 
herbicides, insecticides, rodenticides, soil conditioners, and soil fumigants. 

U. S. PRODUCTION AND SALES OF MEDICINALS LARGER IN 1958 THAN IN 1957— 
Preliminary report on U. S. production and sales of medicinals in 1958. The report, twelfth 
in a series on production and sales of synthetic organic chemicals in 1958, gives prelim- 
inary statistics on production and sales of medicinals grouped by chemical class. 

DRIED FIGS—The U. S. Tariff Commission submitted to the President its sixth 
periodic report on the developments in the trade in dried figs since the “escape clause” 
action of August 30, 1952, modifying the concession granted in the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade on such figs classifiable under paragraph 740 of the Tariff Act of 
1930. This report was made pursuant to paragraph 1 of Executive Order 1040i of 
October 14, 1952, which order prescribes procedures for the periodic review of escape- 
clause actions. The review under paragraph 1 is limited to the determination of whether 
a formal investigation under paragraph 2 of the order should be made for the purpose 
of determining if a concession that has been modified or withdrawn can be restored in 
whole or in part without causing or threatening serious injury to the domestic industry 
concerned. 

In submitting its sixth report, the Commission advised the President that the condi- 
tions of competition between imported and domestic dried figs had not so changed since 
the issuance of its fifth report as to warrant the institution of a formal investigation. 

BICYCLES—The U. S. Tariff Commission submitted to the President its third periodic 
report on the developments in the trade in bicycles since the “escape clause” action of 
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U. 8S. TARIFF COMMISSION—Continued 


August 19, 1955, modifying the concession granted in the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade on such bicycles classifiable under paragraph 371 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 
This report was made pursuant to paragraph 1 of Executive Order 10401 of October 14, 
1952, which order prescribes procedures for the periodic review of escape-clause actions. 
The review under paragraph 1 is limited to the determination of whether a formal in- 
vestigation under paragraph 2 of the order should be made for the purpose of determining 
if a concession that has been modified or withdrawn can be restored in whole or in part 
without causing or threatening serious injury to the domestic industry concerned. 

In submitting its third report, the Commission advised the President that the 
conditions of competition between imported and domestic bicycles had not so changed 
stage the issuance of its second report as to warrant the institution of a formal investi- 
gation. 

ESCAPE-CLAUSE REPORT ON MINK SKINS—A report of its findings and conclu- 
sion in “escape clause” investigation No. 79, conducted under section 7 of the Trade 
Agreements Extension Act of 1951, as amended. This investigation covered dressed 
mink skins, provided for in paragraph 1519(a), and undressed mink skins, provided for 
in paragraph 1681, of the Tariff Act of 1930. Under the original provisions of that act, 
dressed mink skins were dutiable at 25 percent ad valorem if not dyed, and at 30 percent 
ad valorem if dyed; and undressed mink skins were free of duty. Pursuant to concessions 
granted in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, dressed mink skins are now 
dutiable at 7% percent ad valorem if not dyed and at 10 percent ad valorem if dyed; 
and undressed mink skins are bound on the free list. 

The Commission found that neither dressed nor undressed mink skins are being 
imported into the United States in such increased quantities, either actual or relative 
(to domestic production), as to cause or threaten serious injury to the domestic industry 
producing like or directly competitive products. The Commission therefore made no 
recommendation to the President for modification or withdrawal of the concessions 
applicable to these products.

Resolution 162 of the 86th Congress, adopted August 21, 1959, the United States Tariff 
Commission has instituted a general investigation of the domestic lead and zinc industry 
under the authority of section 332 of the Tariff Act of 1930 (19 U.S.C. 1332). 
; A previous investigation of the lead and zinc industry under the authority of section 
332 was instituted on July 29, 1953, in accordance with resolutions of the Committee on 
Finance of the United States Senate and the Committee on Ways and Means of the House 
of Representatives. A report of the results of that investigation was made on April 19, 
1954 (Senate Document 119, 83d Congress). 

S. Res. 162 directs the Commission to make a further investigation along the lines of 
the previous investigation and to submit a supplemental report to the Congress on or 
before March 31, 1960, bringing the 1954 report down to date. Section 2 of the resolution 
reads as follows: 

The said supplemental report of the Tariff Commission shall include specific findings 
of the Commission with regard to the current condition of the lead and zinc mining 
industries and as to what additional import restrictions, if any (by way of increased 
duties or import quotas, or both), need to be imposed upon articles dutiable under para- 
graphs 72, 77, 391, 392, 393, and 394 of the Tariff Act of 1930, on zinc fume or zine flue 
dust dutiable under paragraph 214 of the said tariff act, on zine wire dutiable under 
paragraph 316(a) of the said tariff act, on zine engravers’ plates dutiable under para- 
graph 341 of the said tariff act, and on zinc alloys and lead and zinc mill products 
dutiable under paragraph 397 of the said tariff act, in order that lead and zinc mining 
operations in the United States may be conducted on a sound and stable basis.

view of the committee that the forwarder has ‘solicited and secured’ the cargo 
within the meaning of this bill. This 1% percent has, down through the years, been 
accepted as adequate compensation for this type of brokerage. 

“The forwarder, after having solicited and secured cargo, plus performing one other 
of the services set out above for said carrier, and certifying that he has so done, 
is entitled to 1% percent of the freight charges for the transport of the cargo so 
secured by the forwarder.” 

The bill gives to the Federal Maritime Board authority to issue reasonable rules 

and regulations, including maximum brokerage fees. 


AUTHORITY TO MAKE ENTRY 


Some carriers, notably air and others, are still causing entries to be effected for 
the account of your clients, without having first obtained authority to do so, thereby 
depriving the importer of the right to determine what type of entry he wants, and 
whom he desires to have same cleared through. 

We have taken this matter up with the Bureau of Customs on numerous occasions, 
and they have advised us to submit to them examples that such a practice is still going 
on.: While we already have several examples, we would appreciate it if you would advise 
us of any experiences which you or your clients may have had in this connection. We 
can only help you if you give us the proper information to work on. Please send your 
examples even though they may be up to six months old.

(Coward-McCann, Inc.; 251 pages; $3.95). 
His latest concerns a Balkan tour in a 


Land Rover by an English writer and his 
wife. This is programmed as a lark, a 
little on the unorthodox side; but it turns 
out to be a full-fledged adventure, what 
with the British War Office, Communists, the 
Security Police, a repentant English turn- 
coat who pleads for assistance in getting 
out of Rumania, and lots of comments on a 
People’s Democracy and the like. 

Good writing, exhaustive research, a deep 
feeling for his subject, make Irwin R. 
Blacker’s novel of the Indian uprising 
against Spain in Nueva Mexico, Taes (World 
Publishing Co.; 478 pages; $5.95), a few cuts 
above average. Taken from a bloody but 
little-known chapter in New World history, 
set in the last quarter of the 17th Century, 
Blacker has woven an exciting tale on a 
broad scale. His men and women, Span- 
iard and Indian and Negro, breathe life and 
fire into the pages of Taos. This is a long 
novel, but a rewarding one. 

Camaloch, in the Scottish Highlands, 
isn’t a place where one would be likely to 
find one such as Ram Khatri, the Indian— 
but, indeed, to Camaloch he came. And 
what the Indian does in Angus MacLeod’s 
novel, The Body’s Guest (Roy Publishers; 
192 pages; $3.00), will give you enough 
chuckles to last you for a long time. For 
the Indian, a real pro on Yoga and a few 
other impressive items, possesses a phe- 
nomenal invention, his own brainchild, 
which can do some pretty ridiculous—and 
funny!—things. The way MacLeod spins his 
fantastic tale, it’s a real joy—and a fine 
antidote to these summer doldrums. 

Donald Downes has a taut suspense novel 
in his A Red Rose for Maria (Rinehart & 
Co., Inc.; 252 pages; $2.95), a swift-moving 
story of espionage behind the lines in World 
War II Italy. The French spy and the 
Italian schoolmistress devoted to him pro- 
vide some of the better characterizations 
we have seen around these days. An in- 
tensely human story keeps pace with the 
action, while clipped style of dialogue ac- 
centuates the suspense-building. Thrilling 
reading. 

Ivo Andric is one of the top literary per- 
sonalities in Yugoslavia. His novel, The 
Bridge on the Drina (The Macmillan Co.; 
314 pages; $3.50), which was written in 


Belgrade during the German occupation, 
was first published in that city in 1945. 
Translated from the Serbo-Croat by Lovett 
F. Edwards, the book introduces an un- 
questionably great talent. The Bridge on 
the Drina is a stirring spanning of three 
centuries, from the building of the stone 
bridge to its blowing up; a burrowing into 
men’s souls and motivations; a microscopic 
examination of the indominatable Serbian 
spirit. This book has all the undying ear- 
marks of a classic. One wonders why 
English-language readers had to wait 14 
years for an opportunity to read this rare 
and powerful work. 

Burt Cole will be remembered for his 
Subi: The Voleano, a raw, open-wound, 
anti-war book set somewhere in Asia, 
which poured forth a hard-hitting mes- 
sage. In his second effort since Subi, Cole 
moves in another world, another direction. 
His novel, Olimpia (The Macmillan Co.; 152 
pages; $3.50), is a comical one, showing 
another dimension to Cole’s talent. Olim- 
pia is a Spanish woman of the world, a 
real cool number with a calculating men- 
tality, who receives her comeuppance at 
the hands of a country bumpkin. How this 
is achieved makes for some wonderful fun. 
Juan Bautista, the bumpkin, is an hilarious 
invention. 

Publication of a Peter de Vries novel 
always makes for a happy event. The rec- 
ord is kept intact in his latest, The Tents 
of Wickedness (Little, Brown & Co.; 276 
pages; $3.75). De Vries runs high, wide 
and handsome in this farce which hurls an 
assortment of lampooning missiles at the 
styles of a goodly number of his literary 
contemporaries, while telling the tale of 
Mr. Swallow of Decency, Conn., who, as 
the de Vries-oriented may guess without 
much prompting, gets himself into a morass 


of complicated situations. There is mad- 
ness in de Vries’ pages, but what welcome 
madness! It may be honestly argued 


whether The Tents of Wickedness is his 


best, but there’s no argument that it is a 
continuing example of one of America’s 
sharpest wits. 

Jack Owens’ novel, The Beach Bums 
(Coward-McCann, Ine.; 192 pages $3.75), 
deals with a special ilk poured into the 


person of Roger Anderson who finds bum- 
ming at Waikiki an attractive and com- 
fortable occupation—up to a point. “The 
beach was the kid’s place,” Owens writes, 
remembering the starting point, Malibu; 
but these were kids ranging all the way up 
to 35, dressing and acting like kids, a 
shiftless, bored lot. They were part of the
